As | explained! in my article yesterday, the 
majority of cases of epilepsy are caused by a 
definite intestinal toxemia. The seizures will 


tend to disappear as soon as a way is found to 
keep the colon clean and healthy. If the patient 
is to secure a lasting relief, it is necessary to re- 
turn the large intestine to a condition where it 
is able to function normally. As a general rule 
it is necessary to correct pockets or kinks in the 
intestine in which putrefaction is encouraged, 

I find that helping the large intestine to do its 
work in a normal manner has a definite value in 
relieving the attacks. While I can not promise 
that all patients will be cured, there is a strong 
possibility of helping a number of them and I 
therefore urge that the treatment be tried. It 
will do no more harm and in many of the cases 
it will do a certain amount of good. The patient 
has everything to gain and nothing to lose by at 
least trying it. 

The best plan is to start the treatment with 
the fast and marked results are usually obtained 
in this way. Sometimes the seizures will occur 
more often than usual at the start of the fast and 
this may be regarded as a good sign that the 
toxins are being stirred up and are getting ready 
to be eliminated, Often, after several days of 
repeated attacks, they will stop entirely and no 
more will oceur if the fast is continued and is 
afterward followed by a suitable diet. 

When the fast does not increase the attacks, 
recovery is likely to be slower and occasional 
attacks may be expected which will be farther 
and farther apart, until they ‘cease altogether. 
The dictetic management of the case is most 
important and permanent improvement can not 
be expected unless the diet is sensibly planned. 

The most probable reason that fasting reduces 
the attacks is that it makes the elimination of 
waste material much more rapid. I do not advise 
that the patient at home attempt to fast for any 
length of time by himself, however, it is all right 
to use a 4 or 5 day fast, and usually good results 
are in this way obtained. Two enemas should 
be used each day during the fast and at least one 
a day for some time afterward. Rectal dilation 
may be of benefit and the patient may use this 
treatment at home. 

The diet should provide an abundance of both 
the cooked and raw non-starchy vegetables, to- 
gether with a moderate amoumt of meat. 
Starches and sugars are to be omitted for 
some time and must be cautiously returned to 
the diet. 

Manipulative treatment of the intestine is of 
marked value when correctly given and aids in 
restoring the colon to normal. I suggest that the 
patient be examined with the X-ray before un- 
king treatment, as the X-ray will determine 
whether there are any conditions present of pro- 
lapsus, kinking or pouching. When these ab- 
normal conditions are found they require suit- 
able treatment. The Sine Wave, or Morse Wave 
treatment, may be of value, being used for the 
purpose of tuning up the abdominal muscles. 

In addition, the patient should be instructed 
enough exercise. I find that the at- 
tacks are cut down in number when sufficient 
exercise is taken each day. Exercises which 
strengthen the abdominal muscles are especially 
desirable and the same is true of walking.
